REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary reason for 
allowance is the inclusion of detecting (by MRI) the particles contained in an emulsion which are bound to 
the ligand which is bound to the target tissue in vivo wherein the lipid-coated particles consist of a liquid 
perfluorocarbon. That is, the particles remain as a liquid perfluorocarbon in vivo at the time they are 
bound to target tissue and imaged. The methods of Unger rely on gaseous emulsion particles or particles 
which form a gas at the time of imaging.
